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Module  3:  Foothills:  From  Travois  to  Fifth  Wheelers 


Overview 


In  Module  3  the  student  travels  from  the  Grasslands  Natural  Region  into  the  foothills  landform.  The  module 
begins  with  Alex,  Isabelle,  and  their  grandparents  in  Calgary.  They,  along  with  the  student,  learn  about 
Calgary's  history  and  development  into  a  modern  city.  They  come  to  understand  how  certain  events,  like 
World  War  I  and  the  Great  Depression,  have  impacted  the  economy  of  Alberta.  They  visit  Blackfoot  Crossing 
and  explore  the  signing  of  Treaty  7  through  stories  told  from  two  viewpoints:  those  of  the  First  Nations  people 
and  those  of  the  representatives  of  the  Canadian  government.  They  learn  why  the  government  wanted  the 
land  and  why  the  First  Nations  peoples  signed  the  treaty.  They  study  reserve  life  in  the  past  and  present.  They 
hear  stories  of  ranchers  and  other  bold  adventurers.  They  learn  about  the  variety  and  value  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  foothills  landform  and  its  unique  geological  features.

If  opportunities  exist,  listen  to  the  following  speakers  discuss  landforms,  natural  regions,  climate,  and 
industries  covered  in  the  module;  the  Great  Depression;  local  history  and  legends;  and  wildlife: 

•  geographers,  meteorologists,  forestry  workers,  and  ranchers 

•  seniors  who  can  recall  the  Great  Depression 

•  local  historians  and  community  elders 

•  First  Nations  Elders  and  storytellers  (Ensure  proper  protocols  are  observed.) 

•  members  of  the  local  historical  society,  farmers  and  ranchers,  and  cowboy  poets 

•  wildlife  officials,  such  as  park  wardens,  provincial  park  rangers,  and  fish  and  wildlife  officers

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Chapter  Summaries 


Chapter  1:  As  Long  As  the  Waters  Flow 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  of  this  chapter  is  on  the  events  surrounding  the  signing  of  Treaty  7. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Help  the  student  understand  the  importance  of  the  event  when  51  First  Nations  leaders  and  their  people  met 
with  representatives  of  the  Canadian  government  to  sign  an  agreement  that  profoundly  changed  their  lives 
and  the  lives  of  all  future  generations  of  First  Nations  people. 

With  the  student,  read  the  speeches  of  Lieutenant-Governor  David  Laird,  Crowfoot,  and  Bearspaw,  and  discuss 
the  viewpoints  of  each.  Specifically,  help  the  student  explore  the  contrast  between  Crowfoot's  explanation 
that  he  couldn't  sell  land  that  was  a  gift  of  the  Great  Spirit  with  Lieutenant-Governor  Laird's  businesslike  offer 
of  goods  (like  guns  and  money)  and  services  (like  education)  for  the  sale  of  the  land.  Keep  in  mind  that  these 
concepts  are  complex  and  may  be  very  difficult  for  the  student  to  fully  understand. 

Remind  the  student  that  four  languages  were  spoken  at  the  Crossing,  and  interpreters,  such  as  Jerry  Potts, 
played  a  vital  role  in  the  negotiations. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  listen  to  "Blackfoot  Crossing"  on  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD. 
Find  photographs  of  Treaty  7  negotiations  and  display  them  in  the  study  area. 

Review  new  vocabulary  throughout  the  module  and,  whenever  possible,  incorporate  it  into  conversations. 

Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new  websites  and  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal  for  future  reference.

The  student  should  complete  the  work  independently. 

Chapter  2:  So  Many  Changes! 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  the  life  of  the  people  of  the  Blackfoot  Confederacy  after  the  arrival  of  the  horse,  the  changes 
that  occurred  when  newcomers  came  to  the  grasslands,  and  some  reasons  why  the  Blackfoot  Peoples  resisted 
the  newcomers. 
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Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  review  the  Elder's  stories  of  the  hunt  and  the  game  of  coup. 

Review  the  changes  to  the  hunting  grounds  before  and  after  the  newcomers  came  to  the  grasslands.  Contrast 
the  old  ways  with  the  new  life  on  the  modern  reserve. 

A  field  trip  to  Blackfoot  Crossing  at  the  Siksika  Nation  Reserve  would  be  an  enriching  experience  for  your 
student.  If  possible,  take  your  student  for  a  visit  to  the  reserve,  located  about  one  hour's  drive  east  of  the  city 
of  Calgary  and  three  kilometres  south  of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway. 

The  student  may  access  information  for  this  chapter  by  typing  words  like  Treaty  7,  Siksika,  Kainai,  Piikani, 
Nakoda,  or  Tsuu  Tina  into  a  search  engine.  Provide  any  necessary  assistance,  as  the  vocabulary  and  concepts 
may  be  above  a  Grade  4  reading  and  comprehension  level. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  2  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3A.

Chapter  3:  The  Great  Leader  Red  Crow 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  Red  Crow,  leader  of  the  Kainai,  and  his  struggles  as  he  tried  to  decide  whether  to  sign  Treaty  7. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Red  Crow's  story  will  help  the  student  appreciate  the  complexity  of  the  agreement.  With  the  student,  review 
the  two  major  reasons  why  Red  Crow  and  other  leaders  signed  Treaty  7.  Specifically,  discuss  the  terrible 
illnesses  (smallpox  and  tuberculosis)  that  killed  vast  numbers  of  First  Nations  people  and  the  mass  slaughter 
of  bison  by  wolfers  and  sports  hunters  that  left  them  starving  and  desperate. 

Direct  the  student's  attention  to  the  speeches  of  Colonel  Macleod  and  Crowfoot,  and  discuss  why  they  helped 
Crowfoot  make  up  his  mind.  Point  out  that  terms  of  the  treaties  are  still  debated  in  modern  Canadian  society. 
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A  field  trip  to  the  Kainai  Nation  (Blood)  Reserve  would  be  an  enriching  experience  for  your  student.  Arrange 
a  visit  to  the  reserve,  which  is  located  200  km  south  of  the  city  of  Calgary.  It  straddles  Highway  2  south  of 
Fort  Macleod  and  stretches  west  of  Cardston  in  the  south  to  the  city  of  Lethbridge  city  limits  in  the  northeast. 
Specifically,  try  to  visit  the  Kainai  business  community  located  in  the  town  of  Standoff,  at  the  junction  of 
Highway  2  and  Secondary  Road  505. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  3  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3A.

Chapter  4:  After  the  Sacred  Alliance 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  five  reserve  lands  chosen  by  the  First  Nations  who  signed  Treaty  7. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  review  the  reasons  for  each  nation  choosing  the  reserve  land  they  did.  Help  the  student 
understand  the  terrific  pain  suffered  by  the  peoples  of  each  nation  as  they  attempted  to  transform  their  lives 
from  hunters  to  ranchers,  farmers,  and  modern  citizens.  Be  sure  the  student  appreciates  that  settlers  who 
came  to  farm  and  ranch  in  the  grasslands  also  overcame  great  hardships  with  courage  and  determination. 
Their  stories  will  be  told  in  this  module  and  in  following  modules. 

A  field  trip  to  the  Piikani  Nation  Reserve,  located  along  Highway  3  midway  between  the  towns  of  Fort  Macleod 
and  Pincher  Creek,  would  be  an  enriching  experience  for  your  student.  Similarly,  a  field  trip  to  the  Nakoda 
Nation  Reserve,  located  along  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  west  of  Calgary,  would  also  be  valuable.

Chapter  5:  In  the  Soft  Morning  Light 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  early  Alberta  ranchers  and  the  way  of  life  of  cowboys  (riders)  through  a  narrative  poem 
written  by  Grampa  Ian. 
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Instructional  Strategies 


With  the  student,  review  some  reasons  why  ranchers  moved  to  Alberta.  Discuss  that  men  came  from  England, 
the  United  States,  and  eastern  Canada,  and  that  some  men,  such  as  former  fur  traders  and  NWMP,  were 
already  in  Alberta  and  chose  a  new  way  of  life. 

Help  the  student  understand  that  physical  demands  on  a  cowboy  were  great,  including  long  hours  in  the 
saddle,  rounding  up  cattle  in  all  types  of  weather,  herding  cattle  to  market,  sleeping  under  the  stars  during  the 
roundup,  and  working  around  the  ranch  during  the  winter  months. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  listen  and  view  "Bar  U  Ranch"  and  "Bar  U  Ranch  2"  on  the  Grade  4  Social 
Studies  Multimedia  CD. 

A  field  trip  to  the  town  of  Cochrane  and  a  stop  for  ice  cream  at  Mackay's  Ice  Cream  would  be  fun  for  the 
student.

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  5  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3A. 

Beyond  the  Story 

Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new  websites  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal  for  future  reference. 

Chapter  6:  For  Lease:  Only  a  Penny  an  Acre 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  cowboys  (riders)  and  the  cattle  barons  who  leased  the  ranch  lands  after  Treaty  7  was  signed. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  contrast  a  cowboy's  daily  wage  ($l/day)  with  the  cost  of  leasing  ranch  lands  (U/acre). 
Discuss  why  it  was  difficult  for  an  individual  cowboy  to  start  his  own  ranch  and  how  men  like  Matthew 
Cochrane  and  Pat  Burns  became  cattle  barons. 

Compare  the  demands  on  a  cowboy's  body  as  being  similar  to  those  on  the  body  of  a  professional  athlete. 
Compare  chore-boys  (cowboys  whose  bodies  could  no  longer  withstand  the  long  hours  on  the  range)  with 
First  Nations  Elders  who  no  longer  hunted  the  bison.  The  student  should  understand  that  both  Elders  and 
chore-boys  shared  their  wisdom  and  knowledge  with  younger  men  and  women  and  helped  their  communities.

Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new  websites  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal  for  future  reference. 
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A  field  trip  to  a  ranch,  like  the  Bar  U  Ranch  or  Stampede  Ranch,  would  be  an  enriching  experience  for  your 
student.  If  possible,  arrange  for  your  student  to  take  a  horseback  ride.

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  6  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3A. 

Chapter  7:  The  Terrible  Winter  of  1906 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  the  terrible  winter  of  1906-1907,  when  ranchers  and  riders  suffered  their  greatest  hardships 
and  overcame  them  with  determination  and  courage. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  discuss  the  winter  when  men  froze  and  few  cattle  survived,  and  how  these  hardships 
resulted  in  individual  loss  for  many  ranchers. 

Read  the  story  of  the  courageous  ride  of  Bill  Greathouse  to  get  medicine  for  an  ill  cook.  Help  the  student 
understand  that  life  for  both  men  and  women  was  difficult  and  filled  with  quiet  bravery. 

Play  a  variety  of  cowboy  songs  and  ballads  by  such  Alberta  songwriters  and  musicians  as  Ian  Tyson. 

The  Canadian  Cowboy,  by  Andy  Russell,  McClelland  and  Stewart  (Chapter  6),  may  be  a  resource  for  additional 
stories  about  cowboy  life. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  7  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3A. 

Chapter  8:  Land  Maze:  Too  Dry!  Just  Right! 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  about  ranching  and  farming  in  the  land  called  Palliser's  Triangle.  Students  learn  how  to  gather 
facts  about  specific  topics  without  including  irrelevant  information. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  review  the  story  of  John  Palliser  and  how  Palliser's  Triangle  got  its  name. 

Discuss  the  pitfalls  and  possibilities  of  ranching  and  farming  in  the  region  called  Palliser's  Triangle.  Explain 
that  the  area  was  excellent  grazing  land  for  the  great  herds  of  bison,  but  is  a  dry  land  that  is  suitable  for 
ranching  and  farming  under  certain  conditions.  It  is  suitable  land  for  grazing  cattle  if  chinooks  melt  the  snow 
and  for  farming  if  the  land  is  irrigated.  Discuss  the  problems  between  farmers  and  ranchers  who  moved  there, 
and  how  droughts  and  severe  winter  weather  resulted  in  loss  of  many  farms  and  ranches. 
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Help  the  student  review  ways  to  gather  information  for  a  paragraph  or  report.  Use  the  analogy  of  getting  lost 
in  a  maze  when  choosing  irrelevant  information  and  finding  ones  way  out  of  the  maze  when  choosing  facts 
that  fit  the  topic. 

Remind  the  student  that  preparing  specific  questions  before  starting  a  research  project  is  the  key  to  success, 
and  that  co-operation  between  two  or  more  students  when  gathering  information  results  in  greater  success. 

For  websites  about  Palliser's  Triangle,  type  words  like  Palliser's  Triangle  or  Palliser  in  a  search  engine  and 
explore  the  sites.  Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new  websites  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal  for  future 
reference.

Chapter  9:  Races!  Half-wild  Horses!  Stampede! 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  the  history  of  the  city  of  Calgary  and  some  people  who  made  their  mark  on  the  early 
community. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  talk  about  runners  Little  Plume  and  Deerfoot,  and  compare  their  racing  stories  with  modern 
road  races  in  many  Alberta  communities.  Specifically  compare  standards  of  good  sportsmanship  in  modern 
races  (such  as  disqualifying  a  runner  who  pushes  another  athlete  and  awarding  the  first  runner  across  the  line 
with  first  prize)  and  lack  of  standards  resulting  in  instances  of  cruel  behavior  (such  as  placing  broken  glass  on 
the  track  in  the  earlier  races).  Point  out  that  modern  athletes  sometimes  also  lack  good  sportsmanship. 

Ask  the  student  to  find  the  Deerfoot  Trail  and  the  Stampede  Grounds  on  a  map  of  Calgary.  Compare  the  huge 
city  crisscrossed  with  busy  roads  with  the  small  community  of  1884  that  was  excited  when  the  first  train 
arrived  in  town.  Encourage  the  student  to  retell  the  story  of  how  Deerfoot  Trail  got  its  name. 

With  the  student,  discuss  the  first  Calgary  Stampede,  organizer  Guy  Weadick,  and  champion  rider  Tom  Three 
Persons.  Ask  the  student  to  explain  why  the  Kainai  People  rejoiced  when  Tom  Three  Persons  won  the  silver 
buckle. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  view  "The  First  Calgary  Stampede"  and  "The  Big  Four"  on  the  Grade  4  Social 
Studies  Multimedia  CD. 

A  field  trip  to  the  Calgary  Stampede  or  participation  in  a  road  race  would  be  an  exciting  experience  for  your 
student.
